JL hose of our countrymen who 
aren’t so lucky, meaning everyone else, 
start thinking about their holidays in the 
month of Januarius 1 onwards.

Jit has to be said, in defence of road 
users, that the design of the Roman road 
network is ancient. The authorities built 
roads paved with stone slabs which are 
no longer up to the pressure of modern 
traffic. They are cluttered up by ox- 
drawn haulage carts, and overtaking 
them is always dangerous. Nor do I think 
that imposing a speed limit of III millia 
passuum an hour 1 on all vehicles will 
solve the problem. And I doubt whether 
sending bad drivers to the Circus is a good 
idea, although the lions seem to think so.

1 nd there’s one thing the Gauls will never understand: it’s not a good idea to eat a 
heavy meal at lunchtime when you still have some way to travel. But we Gauls are greedy 
pigs, we feed our faces with wild boar, and we can’t resist one last hornful of 
Aquitanian wine to wash it down!
